of this organization. It was to be a purely political 
organization covering a portion of the cities of Detroit 
and Dearborn, Michigan. He advised that to the best of 
his knowledge, only one meeting was held and it was held 
at Detroit, during 1956, Due to unfavorable publicity, 
the persons involved in this org anization lost interest 
and it ceased activity. | I has advised that there 
haig been no subsequent activity of this group or attempt 
to organize a similar type organization. 

It is the conclusion of the Detroit office that 
there are no Citizens Councils operating in the territory 
covered by the Detroit office. In the event any such 
organizations are formed or become active, the Bureau will 
be promptly advised* The Detroit office is continuing to 
keep in close touch with activities which might arise out 
o^r ^acl^lQm^^^^^rs .
